The public housing authority authorized this change in construction plan to use a 


different kind of heat because of a survey made by Commonwealth Services, Inc., 


which in their report dated March 9, 1965, indicated that approximately $250,000.00 


would be saved in construction costs, plus an additional saving of $26,671.00 per year 
in operating costs.
